sions and relief in Sacramentc
during the past week was a slight,
quiet-spoken Scotchman who cli-
maxed a week's investigation
into the complications of admin-
istering public assistance with a
picture of how simply the whole
problem is handled in England.

Allan Elliott, former British
subjeet who appeared before the
committee as a representative of
the Workers Alliance, said that
unemployment insurance, health
insurance and old age benefits
are handled in the same, national
program at a cost to the worker
of only six cents a week.

The plan has been in operation
since 1911, Elliott said, and as-
sures security to every English
worker and every member of his
family. The machinery Is simple
because cveryone pays the same
amount, everybody gets the same
benefits—$7 per week-—and no-
body is excluded from the pro-
| gram.

The employer deducts six cents
from the workers' wages and pays
six cents himself, affixing a
stamp to the card, at the end of
each week. At the end of three
months the card is sent to the
postoffice and the government
pays an additional 12 d¢ents for
each stamp.

If a worker loses his job he
goes to the national labor ex-
change and enrolls for work. If
there is no work for him he col-
lects his benefits at the end of
each week—on the spot and in
cash.

He is also insured, Ellfott con-
tinued, if he becomes ill or if any
member of his family needs med-
ical care. The doctor bills are
paid by the government and the
worker isn't forced by lack of
finances to return to work before
he is well.
